4,  1915,  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
CALIFORNIA,  U.  S.  A. 

The  Rates,  Rules  and  Regulations  set  forth  in  the  following 
pages  are  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  intending  participants 
and  others  interested  in  the  transportation  of  exhibits,  merchandise, 
etc.,  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition. 

Railway,  Express  and  Steamship  rates  and  consolidation  arrange- 
ments shown  herein  are  published  for  information  only,  and  no 
:'esponsibility  is  assumed  by  the  Exposition  in  connection  with  these 
'ates  or  arrangements,  except  those  named  for  handling  and  delivery 
3y  the  Exposition  within  the  Exposition  grounds. 

The  intention  of  the  rules  and  instructions  contained  in  this 
)ublication  is  to  make  plain  and  simple  the  requirements  and  the 
)rocedure  necessary  to  facilitate  prompt  and  satisfactory  handling 
'f  all  shipments. 

The  reduced  rates  and  free  return  privileges  provided  herein, 
pply  only  to  bona  fide  exhibits  regularly  accepted,  installed  and 
ertified. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION  AND  INSTRUCTIONS. 


1.  (a)  All  exhibits  must  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  thf 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  California 
U.  S.  A. 

(b)  Necessary  Notice  of  Shipment,  Certificates,  Bills  of  Lading 
etc.,  must  be  properly  filled  out  and  forwarded  to  the  Director  o 
Exhibits. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  regulations  governing  the  forwarding  o 
the  "Notice  of  Shipment"  be  comphed  with,  and  exhibitors  shoul( 
note  carefully  the  instructions  upon  the  Notice  of  Shipment  blank 
(See  form  page  35.) 

(c)  All  charges  for  transportation  must  be  prepaid.  (Se 
page  9.)

(d)  The  Regulations  of  the  Division  of  Exhibits  provide  that  al 
exhibits  except  renewals,  perishable  and  live  stock,  must  be  installsj 
prior  to  FebruEU-y  20,  1915,  and  that  no  exhibit  shall  be  removecj 
in  whole  or  in  part,  during  the  Exposition  period,  without  the  writte 
consent  of  the  Chief  of  the  Department. 


PACKING.  j 

2.  Exhibits  and  merchandise  should  be  securely  packed  to  ii 
sure  safe  handhng  and  transportation.  Where  boxes  or  crates  aj 
used  in  packing  screws  should  be  employed  instead  of  nails  or  met 
hoops ;  boxes  and  crates  can  then  be  taken  apart,  packed  flat,  storti 
at  less  expense,  and  be  reassembled  for  return  shipment  more  readil! 
The  Ud,  end,  top  or  place  to  be  opened  should  be  plainly  markf 
on  each  package. 
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EXHIBITS  FOR  DIFFERENT  BUILDINGS. 


3.  Exhibits  and  merchandise  intended  for  different  buildings 
lould  be  placed  in  separate  packages.  Do  not  include  goods  or 
laterial  for  more  than  one  building  in  the  same  package. 

LIST  OF  GOODS  IN  PACKAGE. 

4.  Each  package  must  contain  a  correct  list  of  the  goods  packed 
lerein.  Tins  list  must  be  numbered  to  correspond  with  the  package 
l  imber  of  the  package  and  so  placed  within  the  package  as  to  be 
j  cessible  when  the  box  or  container  is  opened  and  its  location  must 
h  designated  by  suitable  marks  on  the  outside.  This  list  should  be 
lade  in  triplicate,  and  one  copy  retained  by  shipper,  one  mailed  to 
t  e  Director  of  Exhibits,  and  the  other  placed  inside  the  package. 

LABELS  AND  MARKS. 

5.  Each  package  should  have  affixed  to  it  two  or  more  direction 
loels  or  tags.  Boxes  and  crates  should  be  marked  on  at  least  two 
( ut  not  opposite)  sides.  Barrels  should  be  marked  on  the  side  and 
0  both  ends.  Each  package  must  be  plainly  addressed  and  marked 
a  follows: 

(a)  The  President  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Expo- 
siion,  San  Francisco,  U.  S.  A. 

(b)  Name  and  address  of  exhibitor,  owner  or  concessionaire. 

(c)  Package  number  and  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment. 
El  not  duplicate  but  use  package  numbers  consecutively  where 
a  re  than  one  shipment  is  made, 

(d)  Name  of  carrier,  steamship  or  railway. 

^  (e)    Shipper's  name,  point  and  date  of  shipment. 
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(f)  Location  of  allotted  space,  viz:  Building,  Block  Number, 
Space  Number. 

Direction  labels  and  tags  printed  in  proper  form  with  spaces  for 
the  foregoing  information  marks  and  directions  will  be  furnished 
the  Director  of  Exhibits. 

BILLS  OF  LADING. 

6.  The  original  Bill  of  Lading  and  notice  of  shipment  must  hi 
promptly  mailed  to  the  Director  of  Exhibits,  Panama-Pacific  Interj 
national  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  Gahfornia.  All  exhibitors  an(| 
others  interested  will  be  supphed  with  form  for  notice  of  shipmenij 
(See  copy,  page  35.) 

■i  Bills  of  Lading  covering  exhibits  must  show  the  precise  rout( 
via  which  such  exhibits  are  to  be  transported,  specifying  in  detaj 
every  carrier  from  starting  points  to  the  Exposition,  in  order  thi 
exhibited  articles  entitled  to  free  return  may  be  returned  via  tl 
exact  routes  first  used.

The  Exposition  will  retain  in  its  files  Bills  of  Lading  and  otl  r 
documents  necessary  to  enable  the  exhibitor  to  secure  the  freeji 
reduced  rate  to  which  the  return  shipment  is  entitled. 
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MARINE  INSURANCE. 


7.  As  shipments  which  arrive  by  water  will  be  Hghtered  from 
San  Francisco  Docks  to  the  Exposition  Grounds,  marine  insurance 
on  shipments  forwarded  to  San  Francisco  direct  by  water  should 
cover  hghterage. 

PREPAYMENT  OF  ALL  CHARGES. 

8.  On  all  shipments  (except  United  States  Government  ex- 
hibits) destined  to  the  Exposition,  prepayment  of  freight,  terminal 
and  switching  charges,  will  be  required  at  points  of  origin;  and  on 
returned  shipments  (including  United  States  Government  exhibits) 
prepayment  will  be  required  at  San  Francisco,  Gal.,  of  the  terminal 
and  switching  charges  thereat. 

Shippers  should  see  that  property  is  correctly  described  as  to 
classification  and  rating  and  furnish  correct  gross  weights  in  all 
cases.  Shippers  should  insist  upon  having  the  amount  prepaid 
shown  on  the  Bill  of  Lading  in  the  space  provided  therefor,  and 
duly  receipted  by  the  carrier's  Agent.  The  writing  of  the  word 
"Prepaid"  is  not  sufficient;  the  amount  must  be  shown. 

The  terminal  charges  shown  on  pages  32,  33  include  deHvery 
on  or  adjacent  to  the  space  to  be  occupied  by  the  exhibit,  and  will 
be  made  in  each  direction. 

RECEIPTS  FOR  EXHIBITS. 

9.  When  exhibits  are  delivered  on  or  adjacent  to  their  allotted 
space,  receipt  must  be  acknowledged  on  proper  form,  either  by  the 
owner  or  his  authorized  agent.  An  authorized  representative  should 
be  on  hand  to  take  charge  of  exhibits  on  arrival  or  within  a  reason- 
able time,  otherwise  they  will  be  liable  to  storage  at  the  risk  and 
expense  of  the  owner. 
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Deliveries  to  State,  Foreign  or  Special  Buildings,  other  than  the 
Exhibit  Palaces,  will  be  considered  effected  when  tendered  at  the 
nearest  point  to  which  truck  can  be  driven.  If  no  authorized  person 
is  on  hand  to  accept  and  receipt  for  property  so  tendered,  the  goods 
will  be  sent  to  storage  at  the  risk  and  expense  of  the  owner, 

STORAGE. 

10.  Warehouses  for  the  storage  of  exhibits,  material  and  mer- 
chandise have  been  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  participants. 
This  service  will  be  performed  in  the  capacity  of  warehousemen  only, 
and  no  hability  for  loss  or  damage  by  fire  will  be  assumed.  Insur- 
ance may  be  obtained  by  exhibitors  if  desired. 

STORAGE— EMPTY  PACKAGES. 

11.  The  Exposition  will  take  charge  of  the  removal  of  packing 
material  and  empty  packing  cases,  storing  and  return  to  allotted 
space  at  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  For  this  service,  a  charge  will 
be  made  of  5  cents  per  cubic  foot  for  actual  space  occupied.  Mini- 
mum chaige  50  cents  for  any  one  lot.  Proper  forms  will  be  provided 
on  which  application  for  storage  of  empty  packing  cases  must  be 
made  promptly  after  cases  are  made  empty.  Empty  packing  cases 
and  packing  material  on  which  no  application  for  storage  has  been 
received  within  24  hours  of  the  time  made  empty,  will  be  considered 
by  the  Exposition  as  having  been  abandoned  and  so  treated. 

Packing  material,  such  as  excelsior,  straw,  paper,  burlap,  etc., 
must  be  packed  in  empty  cases  or  carefully  wrapped  and  baled 
for  storage.  Under  no  circumstances  will  such  packing 
material  be  received  for  storage  in  open  packages.  Careful 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  question  of  preserving  material 
originally  used  in  packing,  so  that  it  may  be  available  for  repacking 
after  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  All  waste  packing  material,  rub- 
bish, etc.,  will  be  removed  by  the  Exposition  at  owner's  expense 
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under  the  estabhshed  schedule  of  charges  for  such  service.  It  will 
not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  buildings. 

REMOVAL  OF  EXHIBITS. 

12.  The  Regulations  of  the  Exposition  provide  that  imme- 
diately after  the  close  of  the  Exposition,  exhibitors  and  others  shall 
remove  their  exhibits  and  the  construction  installed  in  connection 

I  therewith,  such  removal  to  be  completed  before  March  15,  1916. 
Any  exhibit  or  material  not  removed  on  or  before  April  1,  1916,  will 
be  considered  as  having  been  abandoned  by  the  ownor  and  will  be 
subject  to  removal  at  his  expense,  or  will  be  disposed  of  as  the 
Exposition  may  see  fit. 

The  Exposition  has  provided  adequate  faciUties  for  filing  and 
preserving  all  papers  necessary  to  secure  the  free  or  reduced  rate  to 
which  exhibits  are  entitled.  All  possible  assistance  will  be  rendered 
exhibitors,  and  this  part  of  the  work  will  be  simplified  and  expedited 
in  every  way. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  LESS-CARLOAD  SHIPMENTS. 

13.  Arrangements  for  the  consolidation  of  less-than-carload 
shipments  for  forwarding  to  the  Exposition  in  through  carloads  have 
been  made  at  Chicago,  New  York  and  other  eastern  points. 

By  means  of  this  arrangement,  exhibitors  and  others  may  forward 
their  less-than-carload  shipments  to  the  consolidation  point  at  the 
local  rate  and  secure  the  benefit  of  the  through  carload  rate  from 
consolidation  point — plus  a  chEO-ge  for  the  consolidation  service — 
to  San  Francisco.  Those  wishing  to  make  use  of  this  arrangement 
should  correspond  with  Gerhard  &  Hey,  Battery  Park  Building,  24 
State  Street,  New  York,  or  Gerhard  &  Hey,  719  Webster  Building, 
Chicago. 
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The  Exposition  will  in  no  event  assume  liability  for  shipments  in 
transit.  Shippers  may  procure  such  insurance  as  will  give  them 
full  protection. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION  COVERING  RATES  AND  RULES 
GOVERNING  THE  TRANSPORTATION  OF 
EXHIBITS  BY  RAIL. 

14.  The  railroads  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  have  uni- 
formly adopted  a  tariff  of  full  rates  on  the  forward  journey  and  free 
return  of  exliibits  which  have  actually  been  on  exhibition  and  have 
not  changed  ownership.  On  certain  kinds  of  exhibits  which  are  not 
hkely  to  be  returned,  and  on  live  stock  from  certain  territory  not 
returned,  reduced  rates  on  the  forwarding  journey  are  provided. 
The  following  tariff  circulars  issued  by  the  carriers  contain  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  handling  of  exhibits,  etc. 
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RATES,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  TRANS- 
PORTATION OF  ARTICLES  FOR  EXHIBIT  AT  THE  PANAMA- 
PACIFIC  INTERNATIONAL  EXPOSITION  TO  BE  HELD  FEB- 
RUARY 20,  1915,  TO  DECEMBER  4,  1915,  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
CALIFORNIA,  ORIGINATING  AT  AND  RETURNED  TO  POINTS

WYOMING  (West  of  Cheyenne) ;  ALSO  EL  PASO,  TEXAS. 
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Item  1. 

APPLICATION. 

The  rates,  rules  and  regulations  provided  herein  apply  to  the  transportation  of 
exhibits  originating  at  and  returned  to  points  shown  above  via  the  lines  of 
the  carriers  operating  from,  to,  or  through  the  territory  hereinbefore  described. 
Said  rates  may  also  be  used  to  make  through  rates  from  and  to  points  beyond. 


Item  2. 

EXHIBITS  RETURNED. 

The  carriers  parties  hereto  will  carry  free,  returning,  all  property  (except  Race 
Horses  and  Vehicles  [including  Automobiles]  used  for  racing  purposes), 
exhibited  at  said  Exposition,  that  has  paid  full  tariff  rates  to  the  same,  but 
only  by  those  routes  that  originally  carried  said  exhibits,  and  only  in  case 
the  return  shipment  is  offered  for  transportation  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  close  of  said  Exposition;  this  contingent  on  presentation,  at  the 
time  of  returning  shipment,  of  receipted  freight  bills,  showing  charges  paid 
on  the  freight  going,  accompanied  by  certificate  of  duly  authorized  official 
of  the  Exposition  that  same  has  been  on  exhibit  and  has  not  changed  hands; 
said  papers  to  be  surrendered  to  the  receiving  railroad  agent,  and  retained  in 
his  files. 

Note. — Will  not  apply  to  articles  moving  under  rates  provided  in  Item  No.  3  (below). 


Item  3. 

RATES  ON  ARTICLES  NOT  RETURNED. 

The  commodities  enumerated  in  the  following  list,  which  are  likely  to  be  shipped 
for  exhibition  at  said  Exposition,  and  which,  owing  to  their  nature,  it  may 
not  be  desired  to  return,  will  be  carried  by  lines  parties  hereto  from  points 
designated  in  Item  1  (above)  to  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  at  rate  of  60  cents  per 
100  lbs.,  in  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  based  on  minimum  weight  of  20,000 
lbs.  for  each  car  used.

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Item  4. 

LIVE  STOCK  NOT  RETURNED. 

On  presentation  of  receipted  freight  bills  showing  charges  paid  to  the  Exposition, 
accompanied  by  certificate  of  duly  authorized  official  of  the  Exposition  that 
Live  Stock  has  been  on  exhibit  and  will  not  be  returned,  a  refund  of  25% 
of  the  freight  charges  (except  terminal  charges)  from  points  designated  in 
Item  1  (above),  collected  for  the  haul  to  the  Exposition,  will  be  refunded  by 
the  fines  over  which  the  shipment  was  received. 


Item  5. 

RATES  ON  EXHIBITS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  FOREIGN 

GOVERNMENTS. 

Exhibits  (all  kinds),  the  property  of  the  United  States  or  foreign  governments, 
will  be  carried  from  Galveston,  Tex.,  New  Orleans,  La.,  Chicago,  lU.,  or 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  at  rate  of  $1.72  per  100  lbs.,  less 
carloads,  and  $1.50  per  100  lbs.,  carloads,  minimum  weight  12,000  lbs.  The 
minimum  charge  for  any  single  shipment  will  be  $2.60.  These  rates  are  not 
subject  to  land  grant  deductions. 


Item  6. 

PREPAYMENT  OF  CHARGES. 

On  all  exhibits  (except  United  States  Government  exhibits),  destined  to  the 
Exposition,  prepayment  of  freight,  terminal  and  switching  charges  will  be 
required  at  points  of  origin;  and  on  returned  exhibits  (including  United 
States  Government  exhibits),  prepayment  will  be  required  at  San  Francisco, 
Gal.,  of  the  terminal  and  switching  charges  thereat. 


Item  7. 

ROUTING  TO  BE  SPECIFIED  IN  BILLS  OF  LADING. 

Bills  of  Lading  covering  exhibits  must  show  the  precise  routes  by  which  such 
exhibits  are  to  be  transported,  specifying  in  detail  every  carrier  from  starting 
points  to  the  Exposition,  in  order  that  exhibited  articles  entitled  to  free  or 
reduced  rate  returning  may  be  returned  by  the  exact  routes  first  used. 

tern  8. 

TERMINAL  CHARGES  AND  THROUGH  RATE  IN  BILLING,  ETC. 

)n  United  States  Government  exhibits  the  terminal  charges,  switching  charges 
and  tariff  rate  proper  from  shipping  point  must  be  shown  separately,  both 
on  the  bilfing  and  bill  of  lading;  the  same  practice  should  also  be  adopted 
on  aU  shipments  of  exhibits  to  the  Exposition. 
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Item  9. 

CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  FREE  RETURN  OF  EXHIBITS. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  hereof,  exhibited 
articles  will  be  returned  free,  except  terminal  and  switching  charges,  only 
on  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

Paid  freight  bills  showing  the  precise  routes  first  used,  and  certificate  signed 
by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Exposition,  must  be  surrendered  to  show  that 
exhibited  articles  paid  freight  one  way  and  have  not  changed  ownership. 

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  shipments  of  exhibits  entitled  to  free 
rate  returning  must  be  returned  via  same  routes  first  used.
